Cayuga Fights Korea Shore Guns 


By LIEUT. A. A. V. JENKINS,

ON BOARD, H.M.C.S, CAY- 
UGA, at a United Nations Naval 
Base in Japan (delayed).—This 
destroyer returned to port re- 
cently from what was probably 
one of the busiest and most 
eventful short patrols yet carried 
out by a ship of the United 
Nations fleet.

The Cayuga’s next experience 
was the most exciting of the 
patrol. Moving to an area near 
Chinnampo, she nosed up a nar- 
row channel and prepared to 
bombard a number of enemy 
positions. However, she suddenly 
found herself coming under fire 
from ‘guns which had _ been 
mounted and concealed since her 
previous visits to the same area. 
Four ranging rounds had just 
been fired from the destroyer’s 
guns at a Selected target when a 
flash was observed from the 
shore. Seconds later shells 
splashed 200 yards off the ship. 
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As the enemy fire climbed to- 
ward her, the Cayuga quickly 
slipped her anchor and withdrew 
stern first, at seven knots — a 
tricky operation in a shallow, 
twisting channel which. was dif- 
ficult enough to negotiate when 
going ahead. 


Shells from the enemy guns 
straddled the destroyer but failed 
to score any hits, though it was 
estimated that about 100 rounds 
were fired at her. The Cayuga, in 
reply, fired 155 rounds and ob- 
servers reported hits in the td. 
get area. 


During the course of the pa- 
trol, the Cayuga received word 
that an American bomber had 
come down in enemy territory, 
not far from where she was op- 
erating. The destroyer proceeded 
to the area in the hope she 
might rescue the airmen. How- 
ever, they managed to reach 
friendly territory and the Ca- 
yuga’s part was limited to the 
provision of medical treatment 
for two shock cases. The other 
members of the plane's crew 
were unhurt.

Preface Of Wild
